Order To End Strike

Lioeoraotlve firemen qmmed a 
pMwmal appeal from I^abor Sec- 
retary wniard Wlrtz and defied 
a federal court order today to 
.4nd a strike against ^i^t major 
ndlroads. Freight and passanger 
service was crippled in 18 states. 

in two dttos, Beatim and Chi- 
cago, thousands of commuters 
were forced to find alternate 
ways of getting to work far the 
second straight day. 

B. E. GILBERT, president of 
the striking AFI^-GIO Brother- 
hofid of Locomotive Flran^ and 
Itpglnemen, emerged from a long 
meeting with Wirtz in the na- 
tion's capital shortly before mld- 
Blght Thursday and said the sur- 
prise walkout wouM eontbine. 

Wirtz told newsmen he had 
asked Gilbert to send 8,000 idle 
fliemen back to their Jobs in the 
pnblle Interest. Gilbert said he 
did not give an "affirmative an- 
swer" to Wirtz* plea.

Union attorneys said the strike 
was called because railroad man- 
agement refused to bargain on a 
proposed new apprentice program 
to train firemen as ragtueers. 
Francis Shea, counsel for the 
railroads, said tbe strike was an 
attempt by the union to restore 
firemen's jobs abolished by a 
federal arbitration award in the 
seven-year-long battle over 
"featherbeddins." 

Tbe arbitration award expired 
at midnight Wednesday.

< With 169 of the 630 seats in 
Parliament still to be decided, 
Wilson's Laborites liiul won 303 
to 151 for the Conservatives, 
whose leader Bdward Haath had 
truuhle winning blS own district. 
Tbe liberal party had five seats 
in the iBcomplata results from 
Thursday's general election. 

IT WAS AN enormous per- 
sonal victory for the 50-yearH>ld 
Prime Minister and meant his 
government could continue its 
all-out support of U,8. Vlat Nam 
and NATO policy for the next 
five years. It also was a solid 
endorsement for Labor to get 
tough with Britain's ailing 
economy. 

"I think the result so far 
shows that there is a great deal 
of confidence in tbe country in 
tbe ability of this government to 
weather any storms," the 50- 
year-old prime minister said.

Wilson soon would renationaiize 
the country's mighty iron and 
steel industry in pursuit of fmw 
ther welfare state policies. 

The election .mai^ad the re- 
turn from polltleal oblivion of 
Wilson's onetime foreign secre- 
tary, Patrick Gordon Walker, 



who won back a seat In tlia 
Honaa of OoaMnoas to the «aat 

Loudon suburb of Layton. Gor- 
don Walker was handed a hu- 
miliating defeat in tbe October 
ld64, election and in a by-elec- 

tlon the following Janiwry be- 
cause he fa'Torad free Immigra- 
tion laws. 

Wilson was axpeeted to nam* 

Gordon Walker as minister for 
European atfairs, a concession 
to the Conservatives, who ba4 
sharply criticized Labor during 
the campaign for allegedly not 
doing enough to get Britain into 
tbe European Common Market. 

Wilson indicated today he 
might make some cabinet 
changes before the new Labor- 
loaded Parliament meets April 
18. 

RGA^B WON a commons seat 
in his constituency of HexLey, 
atao a Loiidon suburb, but bis 
slim 4,000-vote majority of 1904 
was sliced in half.

lilTTI/E ROCK, Ark. (UPI)— 
The question of whether man 
evolved from the apes went to 

court again today but, unlike the 
192S "monkey trail" in Dayton, 
Tenn., it was a law rather than 
a hi^h school biology teacher 
being challenged. 

Mrs. Susan Kpperson, 24 a 
pretty, second generation biolo- 
gy teacher, filed suit last Uec. 
against a 1928 law forbidding 
the teaching of the Charles Dar- 
win theory. 

BHB -CHAaOKD the law vio- 
lates her epnititutio^al rights. 

**My parMts are both dedi- 
cated Christtans who see no con- 
flict between their belief in God 
and . the scientific search for 
truth," Mrs. Epperson said, "t 
share this belief." 

"THE LAW says they have to 
fire me if there is any discus- 
sion of evolution in my class- 
room," Mrs. Epperson explained. 

"My responsibility is to tell 
my students of the evolution 
theory," she said, "They are 
under no obligation to accept it."

Sands of rock-throwing, shovtillC 
teenagers rampaged through a 
ffttburbaa amttsenteat park new 
the capital for Mveral hovft 
Sfoadar night. 

The riot broke out short^ 
after 6 p.m., CST at the Olen 
Echo amusement park on the 
Potomac, three miIo« northwest 
of the District of Columbia in 
Montgomery County, Md. Po- 
lice managed to contain the riot- 
ers, estimated at between 3,000 
and 4,000, abont 3% hours later. 
But not hefore uncounted car 
Windshields and windows had 
been smashed within a mile 
radius of the park. 

AT O.NE POINT it appeared 
the swelling throngs of young- 
sters, most of them Negro, might 
apill over into northwest Wash- 
ington where some of the capt- 
tal's most fashionable residential 
areas are located. The northwest 
section haa -Utt^r 4tam aa all* 
white enclave In fUs predomin- 
antly Negro city. 

But Montgomery Conn^ and 
Washington metropolitan police 
emphasized repeatedly that the 
riot had no racial overtones. 
They succeeded in isolating small 
sronps of yovths as they strag- 
gled down Massachusetts Avenue 
and eventually dispersed the 
mob. 

THKRE M'fiaCB, however, re- 
ports Oi isolated acts of vandal- 
lam by roving groups of teen- 
agers in Washington. A bank 
window witlltn a half-mile of the 
White House was smashed and 
two youths were arrested. In the 
capitaFs northwest section bottle- 
throwing youths attempted to 
smash the windshields of four 
police cars. 

At least two persons were 
known to be injured and uu- 
' ^official reports pat the total as 
high as seven, none sorionsly. 
A white youth and a fireman 
■were treated at a suburban hos- 
pital after they were struck by 
rocks. 

MONTGOMKllY County Police 
Lt. Frank Griggs, one of the first 
officers on the scene at the park, 
described the riot< rs as^a "blinch 
cf savages." But both he and 
county Police Chief Col. James 
McAuliffe stressed the melee was 
not racially inspired.

NRL80X emphasized there is 
no simple remedy to the parking 
problem. No solution la or will 
be agreeable to everyone. This 
fact is the primary reason that 
remedial measures have not been 
adopted in the past, he said. 

The Faenlty Aftelrs Commit- 
tee perimeter parking proposal, 
latest parking recommendation, 
deserves serious consideration 
but is not foolproof, Nelson said. 
The present proposal would 
limit on-campns parking to fac- 
ulty, staff, commuters and 
physieally handioapped stndente. 
All students within an approxi- 
mate one mile radius of Ander- 
son hall would not beaMowvd to 
park on campus.

WIS MBASimS, If adopted, 
eonld cause serious repercussions 
and disputes.

Apartment owners just Inside the 
one mile radius would suffer as 
tbelr residents wouldn't be able 
to park on campus while the reel- 
dents across the street would be 
able to obtain parking permits. 
Apartments near, but inside 
the one mile radius would be 
harder to rent and wouldn't rent 
as high, he said. 

Also, complications will arise 
due to students temporarily liv- 
ing in an apartment more than 
one mile away from campus be- 
fore enrollment and then moving 
closer after enrollment, Nelson 
aald. 

"M.AXY STl'DKXTS don't 
have a place to stay at the time 
they enroll and will naturally 
specify that their apartment is

Jean Hudiburg. head of pay- 
roll accounting in the office, said 
the office must allow each stu- 
dent |66 for each deduction and 
the remaining was^ are taxed 
as follows: 14 per cent is with- 
held for Federal income tax; IS 
per cent of .the federal tax with- 
holding Is the amount removed 
for state income tax, and this is 
withheld from the wages remain-* 
ing after the federal tax la taken 

out. a 

Mrs. Hudiburg said that by 
an arrangement between the 
state and the federal govern- 
ment, no money will be with- 
held for social security purposes 
from a University employed 
student's wages if: (1) The atn- 
dent is taking seven or more 
hours; (2) The student is at- 
tending day classes for these 
seven hours; and (3) The attt-_ 
dent Is regularly attendtnlQ;

He added that this money ia 
the student's to do with as he 
pleases — th^re are no restrictions 
on It. Kerr said he assumed this 
money would be tax-free as have 
similar GI programs in the past. 

THIS NBW OI bin Is not the 
only way the government aids 
students who are or were in- 
Tolved with the service. Under 
the War Orphans AsHfsfance Act 
the student who has lost a par- 
ent as a result of a war is eli^^i- 
ble to receive $130 per month 
for a full hour load. 

Kerr said this allotment also 
breaks down for those carrying 
less than a full load.

Wo- 
men stick to the recreational, 
week-end type of cycling. 

ItH'YCLKS rSKl) by students 
are generally ones that are pur- 
chased in their hometowns or are 
left from their younger days. 

"Most of the bicycles I sell 
to K-State students are. of the 
large, inexpensive type," James 
Cowan, a local bicycle dealer, 
said. "Many of these are sold 
to International students." 

Several years ago, there were 
some students who bought high- 
speed bikes. Cowan said. They 
were interested tn long distance 
riding. They often took week- 
end trips to Topeka, ColoredOt 
a nd othe r areas, he said. 

THERE HAH been some in- 
terest in unicycles, however 
cycles of this type are harder to 
ride and therefore do not have 
as many users.

"On no other campus I have 
visited do students show more 
concern for their fellow students 
than at K-Slate," Danskin re- 
marked.

THE HTR1X(« film was pro- 
duced to fill TV time — a need 
that few civilians working In 
radio and TV experience. But 
because Armed Forces television 
carries no commercials, Work- 
man explained, programs run to 
odd lengths — "27 minutes, or 54 
minutes." Filler must be in- 
serted to bring program times 
to an hour or half-hour. 

Workman served for two and 
a half years as producer-director 
for the Armed Forces Network. 
He was a lieutenant In the 
Navy at the time.

For students who want to attend school 
but don't want to give up a summer'a free- 
dom, the answer is summer school. Classes 
begin at 7:30 a.m. and end at 12 noon, 
leaving tiie rest of the day (and night) for 
extracurrifiilar activities.

MjAST SVMMVM, 6 2.5 per cent 
of the summer school faculty ac- 
tually teaching classes were as- 
Kocialo professors or higher. 
Thia compares to 44.6 per cent 
for the fall and spring semesters. 

Whan said the difternnee iB 
because graduate students and 
instructori! are Inclined to work 
(111 tlit ir iidvanecd rlcfiri^'s in llie 
Buuimer and to work as intitruc- 
tors during the normal school 
year. Also, aKsoctate and full 
professors are usually on full 
year contracts rather than just 
for niin' Til out hs. 

**WHllil!: TOr-llANKED peo- 
■ pie are not always the best teach- 

ers," Whan pointed out, "on the 
average it can be assumed that 
they are better trained and do 
better teacliiufr." 

Whan's figures also indicate 
a lower student-faculty ratio 
during the Huirnner sfSHinii. The 
average summer class has only 
18 students, Class sizes average 
between 30 and S6 for the mga- 
lar sessions. 

THE AM ALIjER classes allow 

nior<' contact between the Htu- 
'dent and instructor it the student 
desires and allows a more in- 
formal class period, the direetor 
said. 

With fewer students, the In- 
struf'lor ban more time for indi- 
vidual conferences with students 
and more time to prepare each 
day'B lecture or class period than 
in fall and spring sessions. 

LIOHTrai TEAOHIfrO loads 
should result in better teaching 
and better learning in the sum- 
mer than In the fall." Whan said. 
"It may account In part for the 
higher grades earned by all levels 
of atndents la the anmniar. 

"Greater percentages of the 
student body in the summer than 
In the fall are enrolled for gradv- 
ate credit," Whan noted, "de- 
manding t>etter qualified teach- 
ers daring the aammer Mesion." 

"Also, the new students la 
summer school make up about 



one-fourth of all new students 
coming to K-State during a It 
month |)eriod. From the stand* 
point of special needs for quail* 
fled teachers of new students. It 
ia obvious that the sti turner 
school staff needa to be as well 
qualified as the staff daring tha 
regular SMslon," Whan said.

Bark has Ulnstrated in a series 
of pamphlets some of the sta- 
tlsti(» of Kansas weather. From 



these statistics the most prob- 
able summer school weather 
conditions can be determined. 

Bj his statistics. Bark baa 
shown that the average maxi- 
mum temperature of June 14, 
Is 86 degrees (FK The sta> 
tistics show that 68 per cent of 
the time, the temperature will 
be in the range of 78 to 95 de- 
grees. The most likely tempera- 
ture being about the average, 
or 86 degrees, 

THE snNIMUM temperature 
during the night tor June 14 is 
lower than the daytime tem- 
perature. It averages 62 degrees. 
Slzty-elght per cent of the time 



tho tpmperature will be in the 

range of 55 to 70 degrees. The 

temiMratnre will lie ontslde of 

these ranges only 32 per cent 
of the time, or 82 years oat of 
100. 

The temperature is lowest 
about sunrise, Bark said. It is 
highest from about S to 4 tn the 
attemoon. 

According to Bark's statistics, 
the middle day of summer 
school, July 9, should have a 
high of 91 degrees. Us most 
likely range will be from 84 to 
99 degrees. 

STATISTICS showed that the 
highest average maxlmnm tem- 



peratures occur during the last 
days of July. The chancer for 
record high temperatures are 
most likely, however In mtd- 

Auguat. According to the sta- 
tistics, the last day of Hummer 
school. August 9. should have 
a maximum temperature in the 
range of 86 to 101 degrees. The 
average maximum temperature 
fur this date is 93 degrees. 

Besides the temperature, rain- 
fall or precipitation is nnuther 
factor the weatherman must 
predict. Rainfall like tempera- 
ture can he predicted long range 
by past averages. 

Average precipitation for the

Prom Bark's stn tistics It ran 
be determined that in general 
the lowest temperature of sum- 
mer school would not be below 
riTi degrees or above 101 degrees. 
The statistics also show the 
average rainfall during summer 
school li 7 to 7.1 liMhes.

New Laboratory Will Aid 
In Finding Ages of Rocks 




The first Mass Spectrometer 
Laboratory for Rubidium- 
Strontium (Jeochronology to be 
used in Kansas and one of the 
few in the Midwest will be put 
into operation here next fall, ac- 
cording to Douglas Brook Ins, dl- 
reetor^of the laboratory. 

THE L.^IIOIt.V Tt)RY Is being 
made possible through a National 
Science Foundation grant which 
will be matched with $82,000 
from University funds. 

Scientisu can determine the 
age of rocks on the basis of 
prodoets of radioactive elements. 
The rubidium-strontium method 
to be used at K-State will make 
It possible to date rocks as Old 
as the earth (4.5 billion years) 
and as young as one million 
years in age. 

RROOKINH HAID the lab- 
oratoiT will be in Thompson 
hall. Most of the necessary re- 
modeling has been completed 
under a prevtons grant. 

The lab will constat mainly of 
one large machine occupying 
100 to ISO square feet of floor 
space. This machine will turn 
out the results of a rock sample 
in about one day, Brooklns said, 
but the associated preparatory 
ehemfatry wUl require two to 
three days to complete. 

TO DATE a rock sample, the 
material is first crushed and 
then dissolved. The essential ele- 
ments are separated from the 
rest of the sample and concen- 
trated before bf ing placed In the 



the lab will he able to date roek 
samples as young as about one 
million years. Its maximum ac- 
curacy lies in the lOO's of mil- 
lions of years and older cato* 
gory. He said the lab should bo 
able to determine the age of a 
sample with an accuracy of 
about one halt of one per cent. 

The laboratory Is intended for 
joint research use by faculty 
and graduate students but 
Brooklns said a few undergradu- 
ates will probably be connected 
wttii tts nso.

Draft Test Advisable

the continuance ot their college education. 

THE e4£LE(TIVE HER VICE college 
qualification test is not mandatory. How- 
ever, the test is one which all University 
men are encouraged to take. Applications 
for the test must be postmarked no later 
than April 23, which glvet 
students less tliaa two 
weeks to decide the worth jj^toHof 
of the draft deferment test. 

The test is practically 
a requirement for those students ranking 
below th^ midway point for freshmen, in 
the lower third for sophomores* and In the 
lower fourth for juniors and seniors. The 
Selective Service baa strongly sugipeiMad 
that those in the lower class rankings who 
do not take the test will be classified as 
UA. 

Graduate students and stiMents not 
qualified by class standing may receive 
student deferment (2-S) from milituy 
service by making satisfactory scores on the 

test. 

lf(nvi: Vf:i{, not only students in the 
lower rankings, but all students are advised 
to take the test. 

Draft boards will be asking for iuforma- 
tlofi on students' grades. If a student does 
not take the exam, the draft board will 
have only his college grades. By taking the 

exam, the student will alUniate some of 
the acaflfmif pressure and competition for 
grades which distort their importance. 

Often students are not aware of their 
19091 draft board's criterion tOr ludgiug 
student deferments. One draft hoaxd might 
decide to count the test heavily, while an* 
c»ther might rely mon «n his OoUege 
grades. Those students idio arent ae-

qualnted with their board's criterion would 
do well to take the test in case their board 
considers it more heavily for a deferment. 

PRESENTLY, MOHT universities auto- 
matically send pertinent information and 
gradM to draft boards. However, at some 
universities, for aiamjple Mldilgaa State 
University, the reapoMaiUiar If left to the 
student. By either forgetting or not being 
properly informed, some students could 
very easily find themselves drafted when 
they have i>een doing satii^wstory academic 
work. However, if they take tjie Selective 
ServlciB testf their drait boards will have at 
least that much informatioa by which to 
judge them^ 

Students might oppose the test on prin- 
ciple or avoid it for numerous reasons. 
But the draft might not be so eaaily avoided. 

It appears that the advantages of taking 
such a test outweigh any disadvantages. 
The test offers one good opportunity for 
men to remain in college.-T^iana hyames

Thriving in New York 



BAIAIMORE: (UPI)— Baatem

Ousted Buddhist General 
Heiahtens PoUticat Unrest 



SAIOON (UPI) — Lt. 
Nguyen Cbanb Tbi, popular 
Buddhist general whose ouster 
touched off the current political 
unrest, assumed leadershU^ of 
the rebel morenwnt in the north- 
ern provinces today and vowed 
to keep demonstrations going un- 
til the government of Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky falls. 

"There must be an immediate 
eliattge In government," Thi told 
newsmen at his home in Da 
Nang. **In this area the demon- 
strations will continue." 

HE WAS BACKED by two key 
military commanders, powerful 
student groups and Dr. Nguyen 
Van Man, influential Buddhist 
mayor of Da Nang. 

Thi's announcement came as 
leaders of the Unified Buddhist 
Church met In the main Vlen 
Hoa Dao pagoda in Saigon to 
discuss the military Junta's prom- 
ise Tbunday f<Hr an sleeted ci- 
vilian government wltUn tiirae 
to five months.

OTHER EXPERTS attending 
the meeting said In private that 
Fnrcell's estlmi^ was conserva- 
tive. 

Purcell also told the confer- 
ence that New Tork poUoe knew 
of telephone oonveraations in 
which known dealers in narcotics 
said they were switching to the 
cigarette "busine ss." 

lAW ENFORCEMENT offi- 
cials for years have considered 
-traffic in illegal narcotics one of 
the backboaas of orgulied crime 
in this country. 

Maryland Comptroller Louis 
Ooldsteln reported the Federal 

Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
informed him several weeks ago 
that the smuggling alteration In 
New York state amounts to $1 
million worth of cigarettes a day. 

THE CIGARETTES usually 
are distributed by milk men, 
housewives, service station at- 
tendants, factory representatives 
and other persons having a wide 
range of <»i^tacta. it was 
ported.

Taxes withheld .Uwm pmr- 
eheeks will eone closer to pay* 
Inr what people actually end 19 
owing at the end of the year. 

For most taxpayers, this will . 
mean either small final pay-' 
meats or small refunds when 
Inaee come due each spring. The 
government estimates that 21 
million people wiU now come 
Within 110 of their final tax hUl. 

THE OLD SYSTEM required 
emjAoyers to withhold taxes at 




a flat 14 per cent rate. Under 
tbe new graduated system, taxes 
wOl be wfthheld at six different 
rates — ranging from 14 to 30 
per cent — depending on the tax- 
payers' earnings. 

In redesignittf wlthhol'dins, 
•Congress eoneentrated on cut- 
ting underwithholdtng, aiming 
tbe legislation mainly at middle 
and apver Inoome people who 
didn't have enough taken out of 
their pay under the old system.

This was one off the iqrpo^sees 
used by - seniors in landscape 
architecture who have spent the 
past five weeks working on solu- 
tions to K-9tate'8 current park- 
ing problems and projected 198S 
problems. 

HKRRICk S>fTTH, assistant 
professor in landscape archi- 
teotnre, said the problem called 
tor making K-stat« an entirely 
pedestrian campus with only 
faculty and staff parking on 
campus. All student parking 
would he peripheral to imaipiu. 

Using figures from the various 
deans' offices, the students were 
ta iMorpwntte projected esti- 
mates for the nnmber of students 
on campus in 198S, the number 
of cars, size of faculty, propoeed 
campus additions and new resl- 
dence halls. 

The Office of Admissions and 
Records anticipates 2&,000 stu- 
dents In 20 years. 81i|y per cent 
of the BtudMits are expeeted to 
ha^ ears and 1S,SOO will be 
housed la ITafrviiltir reMtieee 

halls^ 

SBOra SAIB the problem also 
included creating parking within 
800 feet of offices for faculty 
and within 800 feet of class- 
rooms for oommutera. Students 
living within five blocks of cam- 
1)U9 Will park in periphatal UWM 
and walk to campns. 

tn addition to estimates from 
the deus' offices, students made 
car counts on campus and nearby 
streets, tallying the number of 
cars and occupants of each ear 
over a 10-day period. Student 
cars were diatlngulahed from 
non-student oum by University 
stickers and out-of-county li- 
cense plates. 

Data accumulated by individ- 
nal students was compiled and 
mimeographed so all students 
would be using the same figures.

If the 
inetmter has not estaMished tenure, he 
can %e dlwnissed witho ut expreeied mson. 

TBS MK&BXnVT H£AI>*S recom- 
mendation usually Is accepted by the dean 
of the college, unless the recommendation 
appears obviously biased or inaccurate. 

Persons ^Am make the recommendations 
seldom, if ever, attend the professor's class. 
They seldom, if erer, look orer hSs M^mUng 
procedures or lecture notes. 

In actuality, all they know about a pro- 
fessor is what they hear by the grapevine, 
or by what he publishes in a current jour- 
nal. 

WJkmvn B&mrtt ST students is not 

a complete answer to the problem, but it 
is a step.

Jazz Review 
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Concert Reveals Enthusiasm

The third annual Jazz Unlimited concert Sun- 
day evening was a gratifying experience. The 
arrangements were fairly wcH done (i^ aO); 
however, they were, as a rule, wen played. Birt 
perhaps most Important, the turnout was e xe ep 
tional, and the concert was well received. 

THE FIRST SECTION was given over to the 
Manhattan "Kicks" Band, and despite a little un- 
sure n ess in places and a little roughness around 
the edges (especially in the brass sections), the 
verve with which these mttn played often was 
exhiUrating. 

The major soloists were Joe Keel, piano; 
Harry Drabkin, tenor sax; Jack Royer, tenor sax; 
and Mike McCormick, piano. Trumpeter Gordon 
Taff and Gene Holds worth on trombone fell into 
the spotlight momentarlfy with tiMir own soles. 

Joe's work was marred, by the fact that he 
wtm barely audible over the brass and reeds, which 
punctuated a number of his solos. (I was sitting 
towards the back.) Harry Drabkin has sounded 
better on other occasions when I have heard his 
work, and also had some trouble being heard. 

TH£ AUDIENCE, however, was given the 
treat of contrasting Harry's tenor witii that of 
JwM Royer. What thcgr heard was a difference 
which ts characteristic of the evolution of jazz. 
Harry's approach is one which came to the fore 
with the Bebop (some would say Modern) Revolu- 
tion of the 1940's, harmonically oriented, while 
Jack was melodic. Pianist Mike MoCkHmIek went 
stride on us, with humor. 

^ Special mention Aotdd be made of altoist 
Larry Fox*8 liquid tone Of "Yesterdays," the joy 
of the screaming brass, and Joe Hostetter's en- 
thusiasm.

"Anitra's Dance," were good. "Sunny" should be 
a ballad, soft, warm and easy, but the arrange- 
ment only hinted that Sunny was blue. "Anitra's 
Dsaoe," though perhaps a change of pace, was 
superfluous; the added Instrmnents did not add

Power Plant Leveled 
By Two Navy Jets 



BAIQON (UPi)— Two U.S. 
Kavy Jets struck Into North Viet 
Nam's industrial heartland blast- 
ing the vital Uong Bi plant which 
tnrnisbns about 30 per cent at 
tbe power for the Hanot-Hal- 
phon^ area, a military spokes- 
man said today. 

The jets from the USS Kitty 
Hawk encountered only light 
antiaircraft fire as they screamed 
In low in the dead of night to 
within 14 miles of tbe port at 
Haiphong — as close as any 
American attackers have gone. 
, IT WAS THE fourth raid 
against tbe power plant in four 
months. Tbe pilots bit It just 
about every time the Commanists 
get it working again. 

In ground action, U.S. forces 
reported killing Viet Cong. 
Tbe biggest kill war made by 
elements of the U.S. 25th Divi- 
sion sweeping an area about 30 
.^p;iles northwest of Saigon In 
Operation Kahala.' Tbey ac- 
counted for 28 of tbe enemy 
dead. ^ 

P.4RATROOPERS from the 
173rd Airborne Brigade and ele- 
ments of a.R03nd .Australian r^- 



ment killed IS guerrillas in Op- 
eration Denvw abont 75 miles 
northwest of Saigon and Marines 

in the northern provinces killed 
nine in a series of small actions. 

Otber Navy planes from tbe 
Kitty Ha wit and the USS Ticon- 
deroga hit military and cora- 
munleatloas targets in North 
Viet Xara near Vinh, Dien Bien 
Pbu, Dong Hoi and several other 
Communist cities. One Al Sky- 
raider was shot down by auto- 
matic weapons fire near Tiger 
Island juBt off the North Viet- 
namese coast but^the pilot was 
rescued. 

THE IXTRrDERS slashed in 
low over tbe power plant just 
before midnight 'Monday and 
tlun iiertormed a "pop up," an 
abrupt climb to release their 
bon^.

The clinic "clients" totml ap- 
proximately 40 or 69 p«r ■•- 
meeter. Brooks said. About half 
of those who are treated are 
K-8tate students, 

MOST STUDENTS who take 
part in the clinic program come 
to tba elini* tiironi^ a seroenlna 
of freshman and transfer stu- 
dents. At this time a rough 
sketch is made and if the clinic 
believes there Is enongh of a 
problem, the stadent Is raeoB- 
m ended by his advfsn tO SBVOU 
in the clinic.

Computer 'Threat' Concerns Senators 

By far the issue of the most concern to the senators 
Js computer enrollment. Almost without exception every 
senator interviewed mentioned, he was disappointed with 
the steps taken toward computer enrollment They are- 
unanimous In wanting a sysCMs that ^lows a student the 
oboice of teacher and class time. 

A few senators have gone beyond talking about the 
system. "We've written letters to other schools asking 
ahout their systems of computer enrollment/' Gary Bohn, 
BB Sr, said. "We know that choices of times and teach- 
ett can be incorporated into a systenu It Blight Biake It 
more oompUested, but It can be dofte. 

"Computer enrollment shouldn't be used until it can 
be used right. They need to admit that the system has 
reached only a stage of development uid it needs to be' 
developed further/' he said. 

tthy senators want not only a choice of teachers, 
but also a method of evaluating teachers before making 
that choice. 

"I am very interested In seeing some sort of teacher 
evaluation program established," Dave Arnoldy, ME Jr, 
said. "In industry if a person doesn't produce they don't 
stay around very long. I think it should be the same for 
ttfaishers.

"In the past," he continued, "student senators too 
often have expressed their own viewpoints rather than the 
views of the students they represent. If senators sit around 
and watt for studente to bring ideas to them they won't 
get anything dome. It's up to the senators to get out and 
talk to the studente in their college," he said. 

Several senators advocated having SQA elections every 
semester. Charles Bby, CD Sr, suBuned up their thinking. 

"If this were the case," he said, "campus political 
parties would feel more responsible and would stay or« 
ganized from year to year." 

Bby also questioned the effectiveness of the referendum 
pfssented in the last election and being presented again 
to the eollege ommells. 

"There was not enough interest In It for It to pass." 
he said. "This means it would take an awfully strong Issue 
before enough students would sign a petition to employ 
the method of legislation that the referendum would pro- 
vide."

Aviation State Gives 
Help in Conservation

Ltlft go . flying! That's wbat thoutandB of Amerieftni 
are Myiog oTery day-^and mm ar« sn^jrliig It all the time. 
Jtvialtoii raflecta pfogratft In a more aeniattonal maanttr 
than anything else. The airplane has come a long way 
since the Wright MrothMrs flew their ngly ducUing at 
Kitty Hawk ffwrnOm if, lOOS. Today, the sMi ^'biack 
beauty" we call the X-IS has touched the frtnees of ^aoe, 
and flown at more than 4,<M>0 miles per hour— quite a con- 
trast with the ooUection of fabric and framework that 
was barely able to get off the ground at Kitty Hawk. 

VOB A Ii09€l time, the airplane serred only as a play- 
thing. Certainly, it was put to work as a tool of wars, 

and for commercial purposes such ae passenger carriage 
and mail service. But only within the last few years has 
the real revolution begun, for the airplane has been re- 
dlseOTered-^y business, and by the family. 

Kansas is the aviation state. Boeing, Cessna, Beadi, 
Lear, and Alon — to name a few — are companies tliat are 
important in the aviation world. BJvery type of airplane 
Is produced here from military to commercial to agricul- 
tural. But perhaps the fastest growing industry, outside 
of the business jet development characterized by Lear, 
is the light single engine industry. Cessna, for instance. 
Is turning out more of its two-place ISO's than eTer be- 
fore, and at a record rate. Piper is having similar fuooess 
with Its low wing Cherokee series. 

THE PRICE IS coming down on these airplanes, 
partly because of improved production techniques and 
partly because of new demand. 

Perhaps I have talked to long about airplanes in gen- 
eral, and you might possibly want to know what all of this 
has to d# with conservation or the outdoors.' For one 
thing, it has become an Important tool. 

Many of the problems thajt conservation workers must- 
face are created simply from the m^re bulk of the land 
they have to work with. With the airplane, and more 
recently the helicopter, many of these problems have 
been overcome. Better wildlife census counts are being 
made. More accuratte land surveys are Jpossible; Better 
protection Is being afforded against such devastating 
enemies as forest fire and floods. Otir lakes can be stocked 
with fish economically and quickly, and with a higher rate 
of survival than ever before possible. And this is only 
the beginning; the airplane's importance to conservation 
is helping to guarantee our outdoor heritage for the 
future. 

I nSSEB BEGOldirCl a pilot In the Air Force by 
only a few weslks. I enlisted a hair to late for « ilight 
training program that I was qualified for. Fortunately, 
''the work I did for the next few years still got me into the 
air many times, and my love of flying grew. Today, thanks 
to the K-State Flying Club, I am realizing my old dream 
of becoming my own pilot. There Is nb better way to see 
and enjoy the outdoors, than with "a blrds-eye-vlew." 

We are use to seeing Just what Is before us opi th^ 
ground. From the air hundreds of acres of land and water 
spread but for the eye to see. Can you Imagine Yellow- 
stone, the Rockies. Glacier Park, or Crater Lake — each 
presented to you as one massive portrait of color and 
beauty? Even barren or flat land takes on a unique flavor. 
80, if you want an enjoyable experirace not soon to be 
forgotten, go out to the airport and take a flight around 
the lake. Its a good time tor it, and It will be well worth 
the Investment.

The eligible college student 
should raallse he has some 2S to 
30 atttmatlyea (if each Bervire 
branch to omwidered) by which 
his obltgatton may be completed. 

Basically, the possibilities can 
be broken Into five categories, 
ntmm Offloer Tntataf Pro- 
grams. Officer Candidate Schools, 
enlistment either In short-term 
or longer-term active duty pro- 
grams and. of course, the draft.

'draftee will finally be assigned 
to nnleis the other bnn^Ma fkll 
to maintain their neeeasary man- 
power through enltotmenta. 

As n dnttoo. tko tedtvldttnl 

concerned Is rabjeet to two years 
active datr and four years in the 
reserve program. 

The draftee, in most cases, 
loses the opportunity to choose 
the mllitsrr field of hto llktns. 
but if his ehotoe Is the Army 
anyway, hla Umr la kept to only 
'Hiiwo yenw. 

THB college student should 
realise that be Is eligible for 
the draft until the age of 26, and 
If he revives a deferment for 
graduate school, be becomes eli- 
gible for call until age 36. 

If the student completes his 
degree or drops from school be- 
fore age 26 he will probably be 
very cloae to first on the aelee- 
tlve service list. Bven If the 
student is called before he com- 
pletes his college work, the law 
requires he be • deferred until 
the end of the semestr. 

It the student Is going to at- 
tmd iradMte lehool, hi* atadent 
defmwnt ^ moet eaeee li ex- 



tended. If be is over age 21 
at Uie eompletlon of hie gradnato 
degree; Im to nnltfceir to be 
Vnless the degree is in medicine 
or an allied field or the wwld 
situatloii #oraaM greatly. 

AN aiteraatlve to Oie draft to 
the short-term or reaerve pro- 
gram offered by all branehee of 

the military Including the Coast 
Guard and Marine Corps. The 
Indivldael enlists for a partlen* 
lar Job and therefore particular 
training to be completed during 
hto tonr of aetlve du^, some- 
times as little as four months. 
These programs then require 
participation in a ready reserve 
program for the baUusee of the 
slg year obligation. 

These praams are Ideal for 
rapid returh to civilian status 
and a civillMl |ob; however, most 
short-term programs are either 
full or rapidly filling making it 
mandatory to inquire as soon as 
possible If acceptance is expected. 

Another alternative to the 
longer-term program offered 1^ 
all branches. Although usually 
requiring mpre active duty time 
than the draft, the opportunities 
for specialised training and offi- 



cer training are greatly sn- 
haieed. The toan of «ttty viider 
.vary ittm two to 



one-half years depending upon 
the branch of the military and 
the tratatos reealTed. 

THK officer candidate schools 
may be applied for directly from 
college or «fter enltotment te oae 
of the services. Minimal tours of 
duty are usnally three years and 
■soally-foqnife a ooUego Sesiea. 

Most students at K-State are 
familiar with the Reserve Offi- 
cer Tnltting Program offwad at 
K-State requiring four years of 
tratnlnff while la college and a 
certain period . ol aetlTO dnty 
following. 

The Army, Navy and Air 
Force offer a t«yr direct com- 
missions to highly-qualified per- 
sons' in certain fields, without 
prevlona tttneer training. 

While this Is not a complete 
list of the various methods of 
fulfilling one's military obliga- 
tions, it should prwMOt enough 
enlightenment for the draft eli- 
gible student to urge him to look 
Into all the possibilities while he 
has the time to malEe hto own 
deelalcm.
